present time deprecate the use of alco- 
hol, and some are outspoken againsl 
it. 
The time will probably soon come 


when physiology and medical practice 
will agree on this point—and perlmj 
thu Devil will be cast out. 


One thing we all are sure of and that 


is, that tins temperate use of bitters 
or brandy or wine to improve digestion 
causes many drunkards, while the 
cases where it seems to prove decidedly 
advantageous are few. 


Still. If we grant that there may bi 
)ine advantage In a very moderate use 


of alcoholics to improve digestion by 


using ft'n Increased flow of blood to 


the part, we must next face the fact 
that alcohol does not disappear from 
the system after having done this 
work.

there It 's sure to go; and there Is not 
an intelligent physician who kno.ws 
enough to have M. D. attached to bis 
name, who will assert that alcohol does 
the liver any good.

Another affirms that it is never hot; 
hat It rain* almost every day in the 
•par; that the best way to make mon- 
y is to Invest aa a small farmer raU- 
ng corn, potatoes, pigs and small 
ruits This man has observed life on 
he windward side, moat likely at Hilo. 
Now I did not llv« at Hilo, nor in 


Honolulu but. In old Lahalna, the for- 
mer capital, and the oldest town in the 
Blanfla:—the filte of the flrat mission- 
aries' work, where many 
of their 


houses are still standing and the #pi- 
apha on their gravestones are almost 
effaced. 
So Til tell of our "doings" 


then, which arc not as In Honolulu, 
nor any other place. 
It is counted the hottest place in the 


Islands, but Fresno beats It eailly, for 
this reason—that it is always possible 
to be comfortable by staying in the 
shade.
